Both Candidates Were Nominated 


on the Fifth Ballot. 


CHICAGO, July 11.— When "William Jen- 


nings Bryan ciune to Chicago at the head 
of the contesting silver delegates from Ni>- 
braska to the Democratic national conven- 
tion, which convened on Tuesday of lust 
week, he was not a candidate for tho 
Democratic nomination for president, but 
claimed that the gold delegation from his 
state hud received their credentials through 
fraud, and proposed to make a fight for 
the seats. The gold men had come from 
all sections prepared to insist on a declara- 
tion in the platform in favor of monomet- 
allism until such time as bimetallism 
could bo introduced with the co-operation 
of European governments. The silver 
men, on the other hand, we'-c determined 
on a declaration in favor of the free and 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver at? a 
ratio of 16 to 1. On Tuesday Senator 
Daniel was selected temporary chairman 
over Senator Hill, and tlie organization 
committee chose Senator White for per- 
manent chairman. 


On Wednesday the contesting Nebraska 


silver delegation was seated without oppo- 
sition from the gold men, but there were 
many hours of bitter debate over the Mich- 
igan contest, x;he credentials committee 
hav- 


ing reported in favor of unseating cert.-iin 
gold delegates from that state. The debate 
consumed nil of the eveni ag session, and tho 
silver men won by a vote of 558 to 368. At 
the evening session the permanent chair- 
man, 
Senator White, was introduced. 


On Thursday the report of the Commit- 


tee on resolutions was presented, turret her 
with a minority report, and then ensue;! 
the great financial debate. Senator Till- 
man secured the lioor first, and delivered 
a lengthy argument in favor of tho double 
standard. His speech was frequently in- 
terrupted, both by applause and hisses. 
Senator David B. Hill, of NewTorfc, led 
the debate for the gold forces, and he re- 
ceived a most enthusiastic reception, there 
seeming to be a contest between the oppos- 
ing forces a^ to which could make the 
most noise. It«was at this session that 
"William J. Bryan, "the. boy orator of the 
Plattef" m?<Ie a most remarkable speech 
for the silver issue. At its conclusion 
there was a demonstration lasting nine- 
teen minutes, Mr. Bryan's masterly elo- 
quence having set the delegates and the 
audience wild with enthusiasm. It was at 
this time that Bryan's presidential boom 
assumed formidable proportions. 


Mr. Hill presented a substitute for the 


financial plank of the platform presented 
by the resolutions committee, but the sub- 
stitute plank was defeated by a vote of 
636 to 303. Mr. Hill also attempted to at- 
tach a plank commending the national 
administration, but thi=, too, was defeated, 
the vote being 564 to 857. 


At Thursday's night session the naming 


of candidates for president was in order, 
and the following names were presented: 
William J. Bryan of Nebraska, Kit-hard 
P. Bland of Missouri, Governor Claude 
Matthews of Indiana, John R. HIi-Lcau of 
Ohio, Hor;vce Boios of Iowa and Joseph C. 
(?. Blackburn of Kentucky. 


On Friday the balloting for president 


was proceeded with, after ex-Governor 
Hubert E. Pattison. of Pennsylvania, and 
i--x-(Jovernor Sylvester Pennoycr, of Ore- 
gon. had bwjn added to the list. The re- 
sult was the selection of William J. Bryan 
on tho fifth ballot, the vote on the different 
ballots being as follows :

Mr. Bryan was born March !!>, IK'J, in Salem, 


His. He was taught under his mother's care 
until he wa-s 10 yrars old, wh.'n hi- \vent to the 
public school at Salem, which he ettunried for 
five years. At the age of 15 he went to the 
Whipple academy in Jacksonville, Ills., which 
is the preparatory department of tlip Illinois 
college located, at the same place. He spent 
two years in the academy and four yoars in the 
colluge, taking a classical cour<r>. He repre- 
sented hib college m the intwM-itt: oratorifjl 
contest tn Ljbu, and \v:is clas-i orator iin<3. vale- 
dictoiian m ISsl. Hf thc-air<iut to the Union 
College of Law in Chicagoyond wkilo in attend- 
ance there was in the office of Lvman Trum- 
bull. 


He left the lav.- school Jme IS, ISSn, and went 


to Jacksonville to practice la-.v, r(>ia:nn:nnr there 
till October, 1SS7, when he reni"v,il to Liucoln, 
Neb., going into partnership with A. R. Talbot. 
a classmate or tho law school. H • had wto-a 
part in political campaigns KM-isgj. and made 
a number of speeches. He toott part in the 
campaign of 1&& in Nebraska, and was nomi- 
nated to represent the First district in congress 
in 1890. He was elected by the majority of 0.713, 
although the district, hr.d gone Republican by 
4,400, when Secretary Morton had boe.i de- 
feated in 1S8S, and waa thought to be certainly 
Republican. He supported Spring T for speaker 
in the Fifty-second congress, f r >m whoso dis- 
trict in Illinois he camo originally. This led to 
his being put on the ways and mean<=: commit- 
tee in congress, of which Springer wad chair- 
man, and on March 16, 1893, he made a tariff 
speech that was tho sensation of the day and 
was liberally distributed as campaign literar 
ture. He was re-elected in 1S92. in spite of the 
fact that the legislature had rodiatricted the 
state, and his district in the previoiis election 
had given the Republican tick'-t about 6,000 
majority. 


In the fifty-third congress7ilr. Bryan helped 


to frame the Wilson bill, b-jing a E-umKr of 
the ways and means committee, and loJk an 
especially active part in the ihco'rne tax pro- 
visions. At the close of the debate on the in- 
come tax in congress, replying to Bourko 
Cochran, Aug. 17,18S^, at the special s:"«ioi. 
delivered a three hours's -^pet-ch against tiio re- 
peal of the Sherman law, this speech being 
more largely circulated than the tarift speech 
had been. He also spoke in favor of rhe bill to 
coin tho.beigniora.ge and spoke against Carlisle's 
currency policy, as also against Cleveland's 
gold contract with the Eothsehilds. 


In 1894 he became a candidate for the United 


States senate, and announced that he >vt,dd 
not be a candidate for the lower hon.^ of con- 
gress. He was ttominafrd for Unir«-d States 
senator in the Democratic convention, and the 
Populist candidate in his district was indorsed 
by the Democrats for the house of representa- 
tives. The ensuing state legislature being Re- 
publican, John M. Thnr^ton, was seat to the 
senate and tho Republican candidate in his 
former congressional district. J. B. Strode, waa 
elected by 5,000 majority. During all three of 
the campaigns he challwigt-d the oppo.sing can- 
didate to a debate, and Sv-verai discussions were 
held. 


After his retirement from congress ho took 


up the practice of law in Lincoln again, unt the 
silver campaign opening he ioond that the calls 
upon him for speeches and campaign work were 
so frequent that he wa- iorc.'Hi to give up his 
practice. In Soytosiber. 1804, he became the 
editor-in-chief of the O~.aha World-Herald, 
and had control of its etiitonal policy on stalo 
and national qtuwtions.

William D. Sewall wn« suoceodcd by his sons 


under the name of E. & A. Si wall, which firm 
has riace boeome Arthur Sewall & Co., with 
Arthur Sewall, tho Democratic nominee fo>-

Samuel S. Si-wall, find one of his song, William

The first of the. Bewail family came to Amer- 


ica in 1034, and Dummw Sewall, the grand- 
father of the first shipbuilder, went to Bath 
from'New York, which was also in the district 
of Maine, in 17G2, when he purchased the tract 
of land on which to tliis dav stands the Sewall 
yard and the houses of the Sewall family. In 
the seventy-one years that the Kewalls have 
been building ships, they have owned ninety- 
five vessels.

Mr. Sewall was married in 1859 to Miss Emma 


p. Crooker, of Bath. He has two children liv- 
ing, both of them sons, Harold M. and William 
D. Sewall. Harold was the first consul general 
of the United States to Samoa. In 1835"hewas 
nominated by Consul Russell, at Liverpool, as 
vice and deputy consul, and held tho office un- 
til March, 18S7, when he re&igaed to accept the 
Samoan consulship. 


The affairs in Samoa at that time were very 


complicated. Germany wanted to exercise a 
protectorate over the isiands,which would have 
resulted in her annexing the best of them. Eng- 
land and the United States wanted a native 
government—"Samoa for the S^moans," with 
King Malitoea as ruler. The Germans, how- 
ever, had encouraged "King" Tamcsese, and 
the United States consal at that .time at Apia 
was recalled as unfit to deal with such a com- 
plication. 


Harold Sewall soon attracted attention bv 


his official course. He was finally -summoned 
to Washington by Secrcfciry Bayard, and fre- 
q%ently appeared l>efore the Donate committee 
on foreign relations. He testified so freely and 
fully before that committee that Secretary 
Bayard requested his resignation on the ground 
that his openly expressed views on Samoan af- 
fairs did not agree with those of thi- state de- 
partment. KM resignation was tendered and 
accepted. This disgusted young Sewall, sad he 
has since been prominent in the itepnbiican 
party of his stats.

We holdTlitTt tanlT uutics Should 'be levied 


solely for purpose-, of revenue, nueh duties to 
be so adjusted as to operate equally through- 
out the country, mid not discriminate between 
class or section, and that taxation should bu 
limited by thr needs of the government, hon- 
estly and economically administered. We dc4 
nounce as disturbing to business the Repub- 
lican threat to restoi-r the McKinley la\s-,wliich 
has twice been coudemed by the people in na- 
tional elections, and which, enacted under the 
false plea of protection to home industryt 
proved a prolific breeder of trusts and monop- 
olies, enriched the few at the expense of the 
many, restricted trade and deprived the pro- 
ducers of the great American staples of access 
to their natural markets. Until the money 
question is settled wo are opposed to any agita- 
tion for further changes in our tariff laws, ex- 
cept such as are necessary to meet the de- 
ficit in revenue caused by the adverse decision 
of the supremo court on the incoi.ie tax. 


But for this decision by the -ruprerne court 


there would bti no deficit, in the revenues under 
the law parsed by a Democratic congress iu 
strict pursuan ce of tho n n i fi >rm ;1 1 -o! xi ons of that 
court for nearly one hundred years, that court 
having in that decision sustained constitutional 
objections to its enactment which had pre- 
viotuly been [overruled by the ablest judges 
who have ever sat on that bench. 


We declare that it is the duty of congress to 


use all the constitutional power which remains 
after that decision, or which may come from 
its reversal by the court as it may hereafter be 
constituted, so that the burdens of taxation. 
may be equally and impartially laid, to the end 
that wealth may bear its proportion of the ex- 
penses of the government. 


We hold that the most efficient way of pro- 


tecting American labor is to prevent the im- 
portation of foreign pauper labor to compete 
with it in the htime market, and that the value 
of the home market to our American farmers 
and artisans is greatly reduced by a vicious 
monetary system which depresses the prices of 
their products below the cost of production, 
and thus deprives them of the means of purchas- 
ing the products of our home manufactures. 


The absorption of wealth by tho few, the con- 


solidation of our leading railroad systems and 
the formation of trusts and "pools require a 
stricter control by the federal government of 
those arteries of commerce. We demand tho 
enlargement of the powers of the interstate 
commerce commission, and such restrictions 
and guarantees in the control of railroads as will 
protect the people from robbery and oppression. 


We denounce the profligate waste of the 


inoaey wrung from the people by oppressive 
taxation, and the lavish appropriations of re- 
cent Republican congresses, which have kept 
taxes high, while tiic- labor that pays them is 
unemployed, and the products of the people's 
toil are depressed ia prices till they no longer 
repay the cost of production. We demand a 
return to that simplicity and economy which 
befits a democratic government, and a reduc- 
tion in the number of useless offices, the sala- 
ries of which drain the substance of the people. 


FEDEKAL INTERFERENCE DEXOCTXCED- 
We denounce arbitrary interference by fed- 


eral authorities in local affairs as a violation of 
the constitution of the United States and a 
crime against free institutions, and we especi- 
ally object to government by injunction as a 
new and highly dangerous form of oppression. 
by which federal judges, m contempt of the 
laws of the states and tho rights of citizens, be- 
come at once legislators, judges and execu- 
tioners, and we approve the biU passed at the 
last session of the United States senate, and 
now pending in the houso of representatives 
relative to contempts in federal courts, and 
providing for trtaL? by jury in certain cases of 
contempt. 


No discrimination should b- indulgwl by the 


government of thr- United Stnt<»< in favor of 
any of its debtors. We approve of the refusal 
of the fifty-third eoTi^ress to pass the Pacific 
railroad funding bill, and denounce the effort- 
of tho present Rfpublicun congress to enact- a- ' 
Bimi'ar measurr.

Tlio Mon Chosen to Ilcftd tho 
Democratic Ticket. 


THE AH'VERITES’ VICTORY, 


Both Candidates Were Nominated 
on the Fifth Ballot. 


C hicago, July 11.—When William Jen­ 
nings Bryan came to Chicago at the head 
of the contesting silver delegates from Ne­ 
braska to tho Democratic national conven­ 
tion, which convened on Tuesday of Inst 
week, he was not a Candida to for tho 
Democratic nomination for president, but 
claimed that the gold delegation from his 
stato had received their credentials through 
fraud, and proposed to make a fight for 
tho seats. Tho gold men had conic from 
all sections prepared to insist on a declara­ 
tion in the platform in favor of monomet­ 
allism until such time as bimetallism 
could bo introduced with tho co-operation 
of European governments. 
Tho silver 
men, on tlio other hand, were determined 
on a declaration in favor of the free and 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver at*a 
ratio of 16 to 1. On Tuesday Senator 
Daniel was selected temporary chairman 
over Senator Hill, and the organization 
committee chose Senator White for per­ 
manent chairman. 


On Wednesday tho contesting Nebraska 
silver delega tion was seated without oppo­ 
sition from tho gold men, but there were 
many hours of bitter debate over the Mich­ 
igan con test, the credentials committee hav­ 
ing reported in favor of unseating certain 
gold delegates from that state. The debate 
consumed all of tho evening session, and tho 
silver men won by a vote of 55S to 8(58. At 
tho evening session the permanent chair­ 
man, Senator Whito, was introduced. 


On Thursday the report of tho commit­ 
tee on resolutions was presented, together 
with a minority report, and then ensued 
the great financial debate. Senator Till­ 
man secured the iloor first, and delivered 
a lengthy argument in favor of tho double 
standard. His speech was frequently in­ 
terrupted, both by applause and hisses. 
Senator David B. Hill, of New York, led 
tho debate for the gold forces, and lie re­ 
ceived a most enthusiastic reception, thcro 
seeming to be a contest between tho oppos­ 
ing forcos as to which could make tho 
most noise. It-was at this session that 
William J. Bryan, “tho.boy orator of tho 
Platter” my do a most remarkable speech 
for tho silver issue. At its conclusion 
there was a demonstration lasting nine­ 
teen minutes, Mr. Bryan’s masterly elo­ 
quence having set tho delegates and tho 
audience wild with enthusiasm. It was at 
this time that Bryan’s presidential boom 
assumed formidable proportions. 


Mr. Hill presented a substitute for tho 
financial plank of the platform presented 
by tho resolutions committee, but the sub­ 
stitute plank was defeated by a vote of ; 
026 to 803. Mr. Hill also attempted to at­ 
tach a plank commending the national 
administration, but this, too,was defeated, 
the vote being 5(54 to 1357. 


At Thursday’s night session tho naming 
of candidates for president was in order, 
and tho following names were presented: 
William J. Bryan of Nebraska, Richard 
P. Bland of Missouri, Governor Claude 
Matthews of Indiiiia, John It. McLean of 
Ohio, Horace Boios of Iowa and Joseph *0. 
S. Blackburn of Kentucky. 


On Friday tho balloting for president 
was proceeded with, after cx-Governor 
Robert E. Pat tison, of Pennsylvania, and 
ex-Governor Sylvester Pennoyor, of Ore­ 
gon, had been added to tho list. Tho re­ 
sult was the selection of William J. Bryan 
on tho fifth ballot, the voto on the different 
ballots being as follows:

Lifo SUetch of Hon. W illiam J, Bryiui, tho 
Presidential/ Nominee*, 


Mr. Bryan wa« born March 11», 18T>0, in Salem, 
His. Ho was taught under his mother’s enro 
until he was 10 yours old, when lit* went to tho 
public school at Salem, which ho attended for 
five years. At the age of 15 ho wont to the 
Whipple academy in Jacksonville, His., which 
is the preparatory departm ent of the Illinois 
college located at tho same place. He spent 
two years in the academy and four years in the 
college, taking a classical course. He rep re­ 
sent (id liia college in the interstate oratorical 
contest in lSso, and was class orator and vale­ 
dictorian in 1&>1. He then went to the Union 
College of Law in Chicago.^and while in attend­ 
ance there was in tho offico of Lyman Trum ­ 
bull. 


He left the law school June IS, 1SS3, and went 
to Jacksonville to practice law, remaining thcro 
till October, 1KK7, when ho removal to Lincoln, 
Nob., going into partnership with A. R. Talbot, 
a classmate of tho law school. H** had taken 
part in political campaigns since lx&), and mado 
a number of speeches. He took part m the 
campaign of lSHS in Nobra.slut, and was nomi­ 
nated to represent the* First district in congress 
in 1890. He was elected by tho majority of 0,713, 
although the district had gone Republican by 
4,400, when Secretary Morton had been de­ 
feated in 1883, and was thought to bo certainly 
Republican. Ho supported Springer for speaker 
in tho Fifty-second congress, from whoso dis­ 
trict in Illinois ho came originally. This led to 
Ills being put on the ways and means commit­ 
tee in congress, of which Springer was chair­ 
man, and on March 10, 1S02, he made a tariff 
speech that was the sensation of tho day and 
was liberally distributed as campaign litera- 
turo. Ho was ro-electtxl in 1892, in spite of tho 
fact that tho legislature had redistricted tho 
state, and his district in tho previous election 
had given tho Republican ticket about 0,000 
majority. 


In tho fifty-third congress’Ttlr. Bryan helped 
to frame tho V/ilson bill, being a member of 
tho ways and means committee, and took an 
especiaUy active part in the income tax pro­ 
visions. At the close of tho dobato on the in­ 
come tax in congress, replying to Bourko 
Cochran, Aug. 17,1893, at tho special session, 
delivered a three hours’s spet»ch against the re­ 
peal of the Sherman law, this speech being 
more largely circulated than tho tariff speech 
had been. Ho also spoke in favor of the bill to 
coin tlui.seigniorago and spoke against Carlisle’s 
currency policy, as also against Cleveland’s 
gold contract with tho Rothschilds. 


In lb94 ho became a candidate for the Uuitod 
States senate, and announced that ho would 
not bo a candidate for the lower house of con­ 
gress. 
He was nom inate for United States 
senator in the Democratic convention, and the 
Populist candidate in his district was indorsed 
by the Democrats for tho house of representa­ 
tives. The ensuing state legislature being Re­ 
publican, John M. Thurston, was sent to tho 
senate and tho Republican candidate in his 
former congressional district, J. B. Strode, was 
elected by 0,000 majority. During aU three of 
the campaigns he challenged tho opposing can­ 
didate to a debate, and several discussions wore 
held. 


After his retirem ent from congress he took 
up tho practice of Jaw in Lincoln again, but the 
silver campaign opening lie lound that the calls 
upon him for speeches and campaign work were 
so frequent that he was forced to give up his 
practice. In September, 1894, he became tho 
editor-in-chief of the Omaha World-Horakl, 
and had control of its editorial policy on state 
and national questions. 


Mr. Bryan is a man of small means. He was 
married Oct. 1,1KJS4, to Mary Baird, of Perry, 
His., who attended the female academy in \ 
Jacksonville when he was in the other school at 
the samo place, and who graduated the same 1 
week that he did and wo^ also tho valedictorian 
of her class. She studied law and was admitted 
to the bar, without any idea of practicing, but 
simply to be more thoroughly companionable 
to him. She is a year or two younger than ho. 
Three children have been bum to them, Ruth, I 
10 years old; William J., Jr., about 7, and 
Grace, 5. 


Mr. Bryan is a Presbyterian, haying joined 
the Cumberland Presbyterian church at tho 
age of 14. Ho is now a jr.» mbor of the First 
Presbyterian church of Lincoln, 
His father 
was Silas L. Bryan, who wa* a circuit judge at 
the time of his sou’s birth, and served in that 
capacity from 
to lb7^ on the bench of Illi­ 
nois. Judge Bryan moved on a farm a short 
distance from Salem when his son was 0 years . 
old, and from that time until ho was 
years 
old Bryan spent his summers on the farm, Jn 
Itffghis father ran for eon^n-is on tho (weeley 
ticket and was defeated bj •Hi) votes. His fam­ 
ily comes from Virginia. H* ■* father was born 
in Culpepper county in that slat«, and died in 
Salem, His., in Ibso. His mother, whose name 
was Maria Khzabeth Je.muigs, was born in 
Marion county, Illinois, and died in Salem, a 
week ago la^t Saturday, after a protracted ill* 
ness. 


In appearance Mr. Bryan is impressive, his 
face indicating intellectuality and power as 
well as good nature. The! • is a notable ab­ 
sence of the boyish look sera in the pictures 
and lithographs of him whi/ii have been cireu» 
la ted. He is ail able iuid km 11 y in manner, eas­ 
ily approachable, and doe* not- Jack dignity. In 
appearance ho is an illustration of tnu fact 
that- some men are never av “jrded justioe by a 
picture, which m las case docs not prepare one 
fur tho expression of keenness shown in Ins 
face.

William D. Sewall was succeeded by his sons 
under the name of E. & A. Sewall, which firm 
has since become A rthur Sewall & Co., with 
A rthur Sewall, the Democratic nominee for 
vice president, at its head, and his n e p h e w , 
Samuel S, Sewall, and one of his sons, WiUiam 
D. Sewall, associated with him. 


The first of tho Sewall family came to Amor* 
Jca in 1034, and Duinmos Sewall, tho grand­ 
father of tho first shipbuilder, went to Bath 
fromrNew York, which was also in tho district 
of Maine, in 17G2, when ho purchased tho tract 
of land on which to this day stands tho Sewall 
yard and the house« of tho Sewall family. In 
tlio soventy-ono years that tho Sewalls have 
been building ships, tlioy have owned niuoty- 
five vessels. 


A rthur Sewall grow up among tho scenes of 
tho shipyard and seashore, acquiring a famil­ 
iarity with tho business life which has served 
him well, not only in that particular branch, 
but in many othor lines of mercantile life. 
There is hardly a corporation in Sagadahock 
county in which he is not interested. He is 
prominent in railroad circles ¿us well as in poli* 
tics, beiug still a director in many railroads, be­ 
sides haviug been president of tho Maine Central 


The vice xjrosidontial nominee, nearly twico 
as old as tho head of the ticket, is much older 
than he looks. Ho is a splenelid example of phy­ 
sical manhood. His hair and mustache aro 
slightly tinge*d with gray, but tho wrinkles of 
ago have scarcely made their appearancje on his 
face. 


Mr. Sewall was married in 1859 to Miss Emma 
D. Cre>oker, of Bath. He has two children liv­ 
ing, both of thorn sons, Harold M. and William 
D. Sowall. Harold was tho first consul general 
of tho United Stattss to Samoa. In 1BS5 ho w as' 
nominated by Consul Russell, at Liverpool, as 
vice and deputy consul, and held the ofiico un­ 
til March, lb87, when ho resigned to accept tho 
Samoan consulship. 


Tho affairs in Samoa at that time were very 
complicated. 
Germany wanted to exorcise a 
protectorate ovor tho islands, which would have 
resulted in her annexing tho best of them. Eng­ 
land and the United States wanted a native 
government—“Samoa for the Samoans,” with 
King Malitooa as ruler. The Germans, how- 
ovor, had encouraged “King” Tamosese, and 
the United States consul at that »time at Apia 
was reicnlled as unfit to eleal with such a com­ 
plication. 


Harold Sewall soon attracted attention by 
his oflicial coursc. Ho was finally summoned 
to Washington by Secretary Bayard, and fre- 
qtlently appeared l>efore> tho senate committee 
on foreign rehit ion s. He testified so freely and 
fully before that committee that Secretary 
Bayard requested hia resignation on the ground 
that his openly expressed views on Samoan af­ 
fairs did not aftrcio with those of the state de­ 
partment. His resignation was tendered and 
accopted. This disgusted young Sewall, and he 
has since been prominent in tho Republican 
party of his stata.

A POLICE MYSTERY. 


HOW IT WAS CLEARED tJP. 


1' 


HE true story .has 
always remained a 
legend around Po- 
lice Headquarters 
simply b e c a u s e 
there were cii en in- 
stances which pre- 
vented the Chief 
from making 
it 


public at the time," said a retired 
Central Office detective, as he chewed 
the end of an unlighted cigar reflec- 
tively. He referred to the arrest of a 
murderer which gained fame for the 
former head of the Detective Bureau 
at the beginning of his career. 


"The murder was one of those or- 


dinary incidents of life in the Italian 
quarter, and there was nothing of any 
great interest in the cause of the crime 
and the manner in which it was done," 
he continued. 
"It was a mystery, 


however, from the fact that there was 
not the slightest clue to the indentity 
of the murderer, and you can just.bet 
the Chief made us hustle. I have a 
clipping here of the story the news- 
paper, printed about the murder the 
day after it occurred." 


The ex-Central Office man pulled 


out his card case and handed the re- 
porter the clipping. It read as fol- 
lows: 


Giuseppi Cassella, twenty-eight years old, 


of 247 Mott street, while standing at the cor- 
ner ot Mott and Houston streets at 11.30 
o'clock last night was stabbed and fatally 
wounded by a fstranger. Cassella. who had 
only been In the country two weeks, was 
talking with a friend named Domenlco Mur- 
ano, when a strange young man wbo was 
very drunk happened along. The Italians 
laughed at the young man, and he turned 
suddenly and attacked them. 


In, the fight Cassella was stabbed in the 
leftside. He dropped to the sidewalk, and 
Murano remained to attend to his friend, al- 
lowing the strange young man to make good 
his escape. When Murano discovered that 
Cassella was badly cat he shouted for help. 
Policeman Bowley of the Mulberry street 
station, heard his cries, and when he arrived 
at the scene found Cassello in a dying con- 
dition. He sent in a hurry call for an am- 
bulance to St Vincent's Hospital, but Cas- 
sella died before the surgeon arrived. 
Mnrano, who is detained by the police as 
a witness, cannot describe the murderer, as 
he says he was too much excited to remem- 
ber what he looked like. He kept repeating 
in answer to the questions of the police that 
the young man was an "Americano." Cen- 
tral Office detectives are working on the case 
with little hope of success. 
•_ "That was all any of the newspapers 
printed about the case the first day. 
As soon as the report of the stabbing 
was sent in from the station house the 
Sergeant at the desk in the Central 
Office 'phoned to the Chief's house 
and told him of the facts. He was told 
to send out the two emergency men 
and any others that came in during the 
night on the case. The next morning 
the Chief was around bright and 
early, and when we assembled for roll 
call he talked to all hands about the 
case in a general way, and said that no 
effort was to be spared to hunt down 
the murderer. Then, before we left, 
four of ns were told that we were 
wanted in the Chief's private office. 
Two were Detective Sergeants, the 
star men in the office, and my side 
partner and myself, who were anxious 
to become Sergeants. The old man, as 
we called the Chief, had an admirable 
way of getting at the meat o.f a case, 
and when we entered he did not waste 
any time in telling ns what he wanted. 
" 'I've had a talk with this fellow, 


Murano, who was with Cassella when 
the stabbing occurred, and I'm satis- 
fied that he had nothing to do with 
it,'the Chief began. 
'Both the man 


that was murdered and Mnrano car- 
ried stilettos, but these were found 
sheathed in their pockets. Now, all I 
have been able to learn as to the 
description of the stranger whom Mu- 
rano says did the stabbing is that he 
wore a blue gingham jumper"over a 
red undershirt. The jumper was open 
at the throat, showing the shirt He is 
a stout, well built young man of 
twenty-five or twenty-six years, with 
dark hair and a smooth shaven face. 
That's the best description I could get 
from Mnrano. I want two of yon fel- 
iows to drag the saloons around the 
Bowery and the other two to take this 
fellow Mnrano with yon and see if he 
can't run across the stranger. 
I 


thought at first it might have been one 
of those Italian vendettas or a Mafia 
scrap, but the Italian priest, who 
knew both men, assared m& that it was 
nothing of the kind, and I would not 
waste any time on that theory. 
The 


motive was not robbery, and yon 
needn't bother with crooks, either. It 
was a simple fight and it will be a 
hard job, but yon want to see what 
you can do.' 


"We paired off, each of the Ser- 


geants taking one of ns novices. My 
boss took Murano, and we started on 
the hunt 
Murano was a stupid fel- 


low, and I don't think that if the mur- 
derer was brought face to face with 
Mrv^pFtftfiEHIVUtom _™ 


him that day he could have identified 
him. 
We certainly saw every tough 


in that precinct before dark, but 
Murano gave us no hope. The other 
fellows had no luck either, and we set- 
tled down to make a systematic id- 
quiry through the district. We knew 
nearly everybody in the district that 
ran a joint such as the fellow described 
would frequent, but our questioning 
was of no avail. It was a tough job, 
and we seemed to be working in a 
blind alley. The reporters had a lot 
of fan with as for a week or BO, and 
then the story died out. We kept up 
the search day by day for three weeks 
without getting anything satisfactory, 
and finally something turned up which 
obliged the Chief to take the two Ser- 
geants off the case. My side partner 
and myself had it all to ourselves. We 
had given up all hope of ever doing 
anything, although wo started oat 
with a strong burst of energy, and 
after the first few days that we had the 
case ourselves, took to soldiering. 
The upshot of it was that the Chief 
finally decided to let the case drop 
among the mysteries. We had tried 
everything. We got the Chief to give 
Murano his liberty, and we tailed him 
for several days without dicovering 
anything which would seem suspi- 
cions. 


"It was the custom to send a con- 


pie of our fellows to look out for pick- 
pockets on the Coney Island boats 
during the summer. We were assigned 
to this job one Sunday and went down 
to the island and floated around. We 
came back on one of the late boats, as 
these were usually the most crowded 
and the best for the pickpockets to 
work their trade on. 
We didn't see 


anybody we knew, and went up on the 
upper deck and finally anchored in a 
little recess in the stern, where we eat 
smoking and enjoying the cool breeze. 
I called my partner's attention to a 
young couple who were spooning in 
another recess to windward of us and 
we took an occasional peep at them. 


"The wind carried snatches of their 


conversation to us, and while we did 
not pay any particular attention to it 
we could not help hearing it. There 
was one thing said which made me sit 
up straight and almost yell right out 
The young woman had apparently 
asKed the man a question, as we heard 
him say: 
44 'He's been under cover at Hack- 


ottatown ever since he did that dago.' 
" 'But I should think that was set- 


tled by this time,' said the young 
woman. 
" 'Oh he's as safe as a chnrdh on 


that thing, bat he's learly about it still, 
aud we can't get him to come back.' 


"I turned to my partner and found 


him sitting in the same position as 
myself, with his eyes fairly dancing 
with excitement. Oar Italian murder 
mystery occurred some nine months 
previous and we had quite forgotten 
it, bat the conversation we overheard 
brought it up afresh, and I could 
hardly hold my partner stilL The 
couple changed their conversation a 
moment later, and, although we did 
oar best to listen, we heard nothing 
more about the 'dead dago.' When 
the boat reached the city we were 
right up alongside the young couple 
and followed them out in the crowd. 
We were so excited that we had not 
exchanged a word from the time we 
heard the bit of talk that gave as a 
cue, and some telepathic instinct just 
impelled both of us to go right ahead. 
We sat next to the couple in the 
street 
car 
going up town, my 


partner sitting on one side and 
I on the "other. They got off at 
Houston street, and we were ahead 
and behind them. They walked along 
Houston toward Broadway and turned 
down Mulberry street. They stopped 
in front of a tenement, and the young 
man stood talking in the doorway for 
half an hour or more. We watched 
him from a doorway across the street. 
He bade the girl good night, just 
shaking her hand, and walked off slowly 
down the street. We followed him, 
and at Spring street he turned toward 
the Bowery. He had not gone far be- 
fore he turned into a saloon. We en- 
tered a few minutes later and saw him 
drinking a glass of beer. He chatted 
familiarly with the bartender, and left 
after drinking his beer. My partner 
started after him while I remained to 
pump the bartender. It was an easy 
matter to get him into conversation 
about his lato nnstomer. 
I learned 


that the young fellow was Jim Burke, 
and that "he lived at 65 Spring street. 
He had a brother Mike whom the bar- 
tender had known, bat whom he had 
not seen for nearly a year. Mike dis- 
appeared rather suddenly, the barten- 
der said, but Jim said he had gone to 
take a better job at Hackettstown. He 
was a bricklayer" by trade. 


"I left the saloon and harried to the 


place where I had agreed to meet my 
partner. HeVas there, and he had 
tailed Burke to his home, and also 
had learned his name. We agreed to 
meet at 6 o'clock the next morning 
and get to work on the case in real 
earnest I don't believe I closed my 
eyes that night, and my partner was 
around at my house long before the 
appointed hour. He found me fatly 
dressed and we started out. After 
talking the matter over we decided to 
make a bold move. He was to arrest 
Jim Burke, and 1 agreed to question 
the girl I waited outside the Mul* 
bery street tenement for her, and 7J 
o'clock she stepped out of the house 
with a lunch package under her arm 
oa her way to work. Whea she got a 


block away from the house I stepped 
op to her: 


'"Pardon me, miss,'I said, 'bat I 


am a detective from the Central Of- 
fice auc! am compelled to place you un- 
der arrest for not telling the police 
about Mike Burke 
stabbing 
that 


Italian.' 


"She drew away from me as I ad- 


dressed her, and her face blanched as 
I mentioned Burke'0 name. She was 
soared so much that it was some mo- 
ments before she could talk. 
" 'I didn't know I had to fell,' she 


stammered finally. 
" 'Well, that's the law,' I said, be- 


ing now sare of my ground, 'and yoa 
will have to come with me.' 
" 'I don't know anything about it 


Jim only told mu two months ago,' 
she said. 
" 'I know all about that,' I answer* 


ed. 'Jim has told us all.' 
" 'Jim told yon?' she exclaimed, 


incredulouslv. 
" 'Yes, he had to tell,' I said. 'Now 


if you come to Polise Headquarters 
we will let you go in a few minutes.' 


"She walked along with me and we 


were soon at the Central Office. 
The 


doorman told me that my partner had 
already arrived with his man. I took 
the girl to the Chiefs office and left 
her there while' I talked with my 
partner. He tackled Jim, but found 
him on his guard and could get nothing 
but indignant denials from him. I 
went back to the Chief's office and 
started in to cross-question the girl. 
Her fright had worn off, however, and 
she had the cool assurance to tell me 
that she knew nothing about the 
crime, and even denied having made 
any admission to me when I first ac- 
costed her. 
We could not entrap her, 


and threats and pleadings were of no 
avail. 


"We were in a fine fix, and I was in 


a cold sweat when the Chief came 
down. I explained the situation as 
folly as I could. He asked ns if we 
had told Burke any thing, about the 
girl. We had not, and then he told 
my partner to takfe the girl out of the 
office and I was told to fetch Burke 
in. 
As I entered with Burke the 


Chief, who was busy opening the mail, 
just motioned toward a seat by the 
window, and I sat Burke in the chair. 
The Chief walked over to Burke and, 
looking him squarely in the eye, said: 
" '80 you refuse to tell us how your 


brother stabbed this man, do you?' 
" 'He didn't, I don't enow any- 


thing about any stabbing,' Burke 
answered. 
" 'Well, never mind; we have some- 


body who has told ns, and it doesn't 
matter so much after all.' 


"The window at which Burke was 


sitting overlooked a small courtyard 
through which.we were required to 
take prisoners to the cells. The Chief 
had arranged with my partner to have 
him walk across this courtyard with 
the girl at a given signal As the 
Chief concluded his remark to Burke 
he walked over to the other window 
and looked oat into the courtyard. At 
that moment my partner walked oat 
with the girL 
" 'Ham,' said the Chief as he nodded 


in the direction of the yard. Burke 
looked out involuntarily and then 
jumped up with an oath. 
" 'You see, Burke, there are more 


ways than one of getting at the truth 
of things,' said the Chief quietly.

Bronze S tatu es as Tribute* to th e 
M emory o f tho N ation ’s H eroes, 
Two new equestrian statues are 
those of Gon. Winfield Scott Hancock 
and (Jen. John M. Corse. 


That of Oen. Hancock was designed 
by H. J. Ellicott, of Washington, who 
•will receive $49,000 for the monument;

The casting was done by 
the Gorham Manufacturing Company, 
in Providence, R. I., and the statuo 
was shipped to Washington in fourteen 
pieces, weighing 7,200 pounds.

near Seventh street. The sculptor haa 
depicted “Hancock the SuperbM as he 
appeared on the morning of the last 
day at Gettysburg. 
It was on that 
day that the gallant soldier was se­ 
verely wounded while making a suc­ 
cessful charge. 


The equestrian statue of Gen. John 
M. Corse, which is to adorn the base 
of the Iowa soldiers' monument at Des 
Moines, was cast by the American. 
Bronze Company. The sculptor Is Carl 
Itohl Smith, whose successful figure 
of Gen. gherman recently disturbed 
the complacency of Eastern competi­ 
tors, A second casting is in progress 
for Burlington, Iowa, the birthplace 
of Gen. Corse, to cost $5,000, which 
was raised by voluntary contributions. 
Gen, Corse Is know'n to war veterans 
as the “hero of Altoona Pass.M Corse 
was left on guard by Sherman with 
a force of only 1,500 men, and with 
this small garrison he successfully re­ 
pelled a Confederate division of 6,000, 
which had suddenly attacked his posi­ 
tion.

TO MAKE STBAWBEBBY JELLY. 


Eoil three-quarters of a pound of 


sugar in half a pint of water, pour it 
boiling hot over three pints of straw- 
berries placed in an earthen vessel, 
add the juice of two lemons, cover 
closely, and let it stand twelve hours. 
Then strain through a cloth (flannel is 
the best thing); mix the juice which 
has run through with two and a half 
ounces of gelatine, which has been 
dissolved in a little warm water, and 
add sufficient cold water to make the 
mixture one quart. Pour into a mould 
andeeton the ice to cool.—Ladies' 
Home Journal. 


DELICIOUS LUNCHEON DISHES. 


Cold roast or slewed veal may be 


made into a number of delicious lunch- 
eon dishes that are better than its first 
estate. If for a company luncheon 
when mushrooms are not thought an 
extravagance, cut the meat in thin 
slices until yon have about one pound. 
Peel one small onion, cut it in very 
thin slices, and brown it in two tea- 
spoonfuls of butter. Add a table- 
spoonful of flour and stir until free 
from lumps, and brown. Add two gills 
of white stock and a gill of liquor 
poured from the mushrooms. When 
the sauce is smooth and hot, lay in 
the slices of veal; whea they'are 
heated through, add half a pint of 
mu?hrooms cut in slices, move to one 
side of the fires, and stir in slowly the 
beaten yolks of two eggs. 
This dish 


may be prepared at the table in a 
chaffing dish. 


Coid veal is also excellent cut in 


dice as for salad, and heated with 
asparagus tips, canned fresh. Boil 
two eggs hard, mash the yolks and 
mix them thoroughly with an ounce 
of butter. Heat half a pint of milk, 
add the egg and butter mixture, and 
when thoroughly mixed add two cnp- 
fnls of veal and one cupful of aspara- 
gus. Season to taste with salt and 
pepper and cook four minutes.—New 
York Post.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Scald your bread jars twice a week. 


It keeps the mould away. 


If an article that has become rusty 


is soaked in kerosene oil for some 
lime the rust will become loosened 
and come off very readily. • 


Carpets may be kept clean by going 


over them once a week with a broom 
dipped in hot water, to which a little 
turpentine has been added. 


To kill roaches make a paste of flour, 


hot water and phosphorous, using a 
half pint of paste and about six cents' 
worth of phosphorous. Place on small 
pieces of board, where the roaches 
come, and they will eat and die.

should be eaten at least once a day.

| money value of ordinary meat." 


To prevent pie juice from running 


out in the oven make a little opening 
in the upper crust and insert a straw 
or little roll of white paper perpendic- 
ularly. The steam will escape through 
it as through a chimney and all the 
juice will be retained in'the pie.

always to be covered, says a physician 
in the London Family Herald, as, when 
medical men want to secure minute 
organisms for investigations, they ex* 
pose gelatine to the air or where the 
germs are, and it attracts and holds 
them. 


Candling eggs is the one infallible 


way to test them. This is done in a 
dark room with a candle, gas, or elec- 
tric light. When the egg is held close 
to the light if fresh it will appear a 
pinkish yellow, and if otherwise it will 
be dotted with opaque spots or be en- 
tirely dsjrk. 


When It is not convenient to broil 


fish over an open fire it may Le nicely 
broiled in a very hot oven. Prepare 
the fish as for the usual method and 
lay it with the skin down on » piece 
of oiled paper in a roasting pan. Cook 
on the upper grate of the oven until 
browned, first rubbing it with batter 
and dusting with a little flour. 


Fine old lace which is not too coiled 


may be cleaned by laying it on a pa- 
per thickly sprinkled with floor and 
magnesia. Cover with mother sprink- 
ling of flour and a layer of paper. 
Leave a few days and then shake the 
flour from the lace. Do not fold fine 
lace; lay it on strips of blue or simi- 
lar paper and roll the lace and paper 
together. 


In making cream or lemon pies, 


where the crust requires to be baked 
before the filling is put in, an excel- 
lent plan is to lay over the paste a 
piece of strong brown tissue paper, 
pleating it to fit the pie plate and com- 
ing above the edge. Fill this with 
flour or meal and bake nntil the crust 
is done. Then the paper and contents 
may be lifted out 
If flour is used it 


can be utilized afterward for thicken- 
ing sauces and gravies.

TO MAKE STRAWBERRY JELIiY. 


Boil three-quarters of a pouml of 
sugar in half a pint of water, pour it 
boiling hot over three pints of straw­ 
berries placed in an earthen vessel, 
add the juice of two lemons, cover 
closely, and let it stand twelve hours. 
Then strain through a cloth (flannel is 
the best thing); mix the juice which 
has run through with two and a half 
ounces of gelatine, whioh has been 
dissolved in a little warm water, and 
add sufficient cold water to make the 
mixture one quart. Pour into a mould 
and set on the ice to cool.—Ladies’ 
Home Journal, 


DELICIOUS LUNCHEON DISHES. 


Cold roast or stewed veal may bo 
made into a number of delicious lunch­ 
eon dishes that are better than its first 
estate. 
If for a company luncheon 
when mushrooms are not thought an 
extravagance, cut the meat in thin 
slices until you have about one pound. 
Peel one small onion, cut it in very 
thin slices, and brown it in two tea­ 
spoonfuls of butter. 
Add a table­ 
spoonful of flour and stir until free 
from lumps, and brown. Add two gills 
of white stock and a gill of liquor 
poured from the mushrooms. 
When 
the sauce is smooth and hot, lay in 
the slices of veal; whea they are 
heated through, add half a pint of 
muehrooms cut in slices, move to one 
side of the fires, and stir in slowly the 
beaten yolks of two eggs. 
This dish 
may be prepared at the table in a 
chaffing dish. 


Cold veal is also excellent cut in 
dice as for salad, and heated with 
asparagus tips, canned fresh. 
Boil 
two eggs hard, mash the yolks and 
mix them thoroughly with an ounce 
of butter. 
Heat half a pint of milk, 
add the egg and butter mixture, and 
when thoroughly mixed add two cup­ 
fuls of veal and one cupful of aspara­ 
gus. 
Season to taste with salt and 
pepper and cook four minutes.—New 
York Post,

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Scald your bread jars twice a week. 
It keeps the mould away. 


If an article that has become rusty 
is soaked in kerosene oil for somo 
lime the rust will become loosened 
and come off very readily. 


Carpets may be kept clean by going 
over them once a week with a broom 
dipped in hot water, to which a little 
turpentine has been added. 


To kill roaches make a paste of flour, 
hot water and phosphorous, using a 
half pint of paste and about six cents’ 
worth of phosphorous. Place on small 
pieces of board, where the roaches 
come, and they will eat and die. 


A 
well-known medical authority 
says in a recent work that cheese 
should be eaten at least once a day, 
“It is the most valuable animal food 
obtainable,” he says, 4'from two to 
three times as nutritious as the same 
money value of ordinary meat.” 


To prevent pie juice from running 
out in the oven make a little opening 
in the upper crust and insert a straw 
or little roll of white paper perpendic­ 
ularly. The steam will escape through 
it as through a chimney and all the 
juice will be retained in the pie. 


Jelliee made with gelatine ought 
always to be covered, says a physician 
in the London Family Herald, as, when 
medical men want to secure minute 
organisms for investigations, they ex­ 
pose gelatine to the air or where the 
germs are, and it attracts and holds 
them. 


Candling eggs is the one infallible 
"way to test them. 
This is done in a 
dark room with a candle, gas, or elec­ 
tric light. When the egg is hold close 
to the light if fresh it will appear a 
pinkish yellow, and if otherwise it will 
be dotted with opaque spots or be en­ 
tirely dark. 


When it is not convenient to broil 
fish over an open fire it may Le nicely 
broiled in a very hot oven. 
Prepare 
the fish as for the usual method and 
lay it with the skin down on a piece 
of oiled paper in a roasting pan. Cook 
on the upper grate of the oven until 
browned, first rubbing it with butter 
and dusting with a little flour. 


Fine old lace which is not too soiled 
may be cleaned by laying it on a pa­ 
per thickly Bprinkled with flour and 
magnesia. Cover with another sprink­ 
ling of flour and a layer of paper. 
Leave a few days and then shake the 
flour from the lace. 
Do not fold fine 
lace; lay it on strips of blue or simi­ 
lar paper and roll the lace and paper 
together. 


In making cream or lemon pies, 
where the crust requires to be baked 
before the filling is put in, an excel­ 
lent plan is to lay over the paste a 
piece of strong brown tissue paper, 
pleating it to fit the pie plate and com­ 
ing above the edge. 
Fill this with 
flour or meal and bake until the crust 
is done, Then the paper and contents 
may be lifted out. 
If flour is used it 
can be utilized aiterward lor thicken­ 
ing sauces and gravies. 


Dark Continent. Taking advantage of 
the discomfiture and misfortune that 
befell the soldiers of the British South 
African Company in the recent discred­ 
itable raid under Dr. Jameson into the 
Transvaal, the Matabeles have revolted 
and like the Indians of our own plains 
in Western pioneer times have taken to 
the murdering of scattered European 
settlers and the plundering and burn­ 
ing of their properties. 


The Matabeles, who are of a mixed 
race, have always been fierce fighters 
and, indeed, have lived in a constant 
state of warfare with neighboring 
tribes. Under King Lobengula and his 
predecessor they attained their greatest 
strength and reached a population of a 
quarter of a million. 
They used to 
make raids into Becliuanaland and Ma- 
shonaland, murdering the male mem­ 
bers of these people, leading their wives 
and children into slavery and possess­ 
ing themselves of the live stock and 
other property. It was to check these 
raids among the Mashonas that the last 
war was waged against King Loben- 
gula.

Then give him a 
clean, new cage, and have the old one 
either dipped in boiling water for 
several minutes or baked in the oven; 
nothing short of this will destroy the 
horrors. To know if they cause the 
irritation cover the cage at night with 
a white cloth, and if there ore any 
about you will see them, like little red 
specks, in the morning.

tained 3120 dost particles a cubic cen- 
timetre, while in tbe clear region just 
beyond the fog there were only 280 
dost particles.—Wesminster Gazette.

Still, you may powder him well, es­ 
pecially under his wings, with pyre- 
thrum powder, then wrap him in a 
handkerchief, and hold him for a 
quarter of an hour until the powder 
has time to work. 
Then give him a 
clean, new cage, and have the old one 
either dipped in boiling water for 
several minutes or bakod in the oven; 
nothing short of this will destroy the 
horrors. 
To know if they cause the 
irritation cover the cage at night with 
a white cloth, and if there are any 
about you will seo them, like little red 
specks, in the morning.

Unless the dead wood 
is promptly removed the trees are sure 
to become unthrifty, and the dead por- 
tion will upread to other portions un- 
til it embraces the entire tree. 


AH> FOB THE COWS. 


The English Government some time 


ago took up the matter of the proper 
supply of air to cows. It is regarded 
as part of the work of the public health 
officers to inspect all barns and see 
•either that the buildings are well ven- 
tilated or that they are large enough 
to permit of being shut for some hours 
without detriment to the health of the 
•cows. It is said that the execution of 
the law has occasioned a great deal of 
friction in the country districts of 
England. The medical officers make 
«pecifications as to how a barn shall 
toe1 ventilated, or in the absence of ven- 
. tilation, how many cubic feet of air 
may be given to each animal. Most 
of the barns are found to fail far bo- 
low the requirements. It is very likely 
that investigation would show the same 
condition of things to exist in this 
country, though in a less degree. 


In fact, some of our barns are so 


poorly built that they need neither 
•ventilators nor air space, since the air 
las free ingress-and egress through 
the cracks between the boards. To 
such as have tight barns the question 
is pertinent. Of the two ways men- 
tioned, giving the cows more breath- 
ing space would appear better than to 
ventilate, since by the former method 
all draughts may be shut off. When 
an animal is not in the best of condi- 
tion, a draught of cold air too fre- 
quently proves the beginning of seri- 
ous and sometimes fatal disorders, 
Partners' Review. 


The perennials should be 
by cuttings or division of the roots, 
and the bulbs should be taken care of, 
so that after the first year this part of 
the garden will be self supporting. 


The perennial bulbs and such plants 


as lilies, cactuses, and others whose 
habits are to flower early in the sum- 
mer, and then take a season of rest, 
which they naturally get in the dry 
summer of their native places, should 
be kept dry after flowering. If in 
pots these are laid on their side in a 
sheltered place until September, when 
they should be repotted in fresh soil 
and the new growth encouraged. And 
by and by it will be a good thing to 
make cuttings of the common flower* 
ing plants to get rooted for the win- 
dow garden in the winter. In this 
way 
geraniums, chrysanthemums, 


fnchias and roses may |be propagated 
without much trouble and without 
any cost. Indeed, the young people 
may very easily, by enlarging the out- 
fit, make a profitable business by sup- 
plying those neighbors with plants 
and seeds who will not take the pains 
to do it for themselves.—New York 
Times.

TBEATMKNT OF GABGET. 


The cause of garget in cows is 


usually excessive flow and richness of 
milk, whieh, if the bag is not relieved, 
6oon causes inflammation and con- 
gestion or caking. It is always the 
best cow that is troubled in this way. 
The evil is made greater by feeding 
too highly of what will prodnce a 
large flow of milk. The bag or udder 
of cows should be examined frequently 
for several days before the cow calves. 
If it seems distended it should be re- 
lieved by milking out all that can be 
got from the teats at least once, and, 
better still, twice a day. We have 
sometimes milked ten days or more be- 
fore the cow calved. If the milking is 
begun it must be attended to every 
•day, as the act of milking increases 
the milk flow. Rubbing the bag after 
all the milk is drawn with a salve made 
«f garget root or poke root and cream 
will do much to relieve the pain. Wo 
have used the poke root for this pur- 
pose, and have known it to be used by 
others. 
It is a weed that grows very 


luxuriantly on newly-cleared land, 
and its berries are familiar to every 
boy in the country, as their red juice 
is often used to write with. The poke 
Toot is reputed to be poisonous if 
eaten, but it is excellent to steep and 
let simmer down with cream or milk 
as a aalve for inflamed surfaces of any 
kind.—American Dairyman. 


THE ASPARAGUS BSD. 


When the asparagus is done.with, 


those stalks that are left to grow 
«honld be selected and only the male 
or.staminate ones kept. The worst 
weeds in the bed are the surplus plants 
that grow from seed, as they are most 
•difficult to eradicate, and crowd the 
plantation. 
SO that as soon as the 


seeds are seen to be forming the fe- 
male plants are to be dug out, or at 
least cut down, so as to prevent the 
seed forming. 


A good method is then to cover the 


bed with good manure, clean of weeds 
and well rotted. It may be covered 
three inches deep with benefit to the 
next year's growth. When the big 
etems are seen occasionally, it is sup- 
posed that these are of some new and 
improved variety. This is not the 
case any more than the fat steer is a 
different variety from its half-starved 
brother. 
The big stems, like the big 


pumpkins of the fairs, are made so by 
the most liberal feeding. 
The flower 


garden needs quite as much generous 
care as that devoted to the vegetables. 
Manure is indispensable for the flow- 
ers, and should be given generously, 
while the cultivation of the soil should 
cot be spared. A large supply of seeds 
may be procured for a few cents, so 
that theoost of it will be very small 
if good judgment is used. 


The seeds should be saved when ripe 


for next year's supply «t the «nmntl«. 


POINTEES. 


It is very easy to improve a flock o? 


common fowls by using pure bred 
males, and the cost of a male is so lit- 
tle, compared with the increased gain 
in size and prolificacy in a flock, an 
well as uniformity of color, that ther« 
is nothing to prevent all from discord* 
ing the mongrel male. 


If clover is finely chopped, boiling 


water poured over it, and the mess al- 
lowed to remain over night, until the 
next morning, a strong decoction of 
the clover is obtained, known as clo- 
ver tea. This water off the clover is 
the best of all liquids) for mixing 
ground grain, especially for chicks. 
The clover may be fed to the fowls 
with benefit. It is an excellent and 
agreeable change for the fowls if it is 
thickened with corn, meal and bran, 
and it may be used for daeklingsor 
young turkeys. 


It may happen that some have not 


hatched out the pullets for next year 
as early as they desired, and if so they 
should use Leghorn males with their 
hens. The reason is that as the Leg- 
born matures early, a pullet that is a 
cross of Leghorn and some other breed 
will grow ^rapidly, and thus gain-in 
growth in a short time as fast as a 
pullet of a large breed in a longer 
time, and the Leghorns ore also excel* 
lent layers. 


A mae and twelve hens, selected 


and placed apart from the other fowls, 
will produce all the eggs desired for 
hatching on the majority of farms, 
and it will consequently be a saving 
of room and feed if all the cockerels 
are sold. There are too many useless 
and expensive members of the flock to 
allow a profit when the males nnd non- 
laying hens are retained. Reduce ex- 
penses by getting rid of them before 
winter comes. 


The poultry man who uses stale eggs 


for nest eggs at this season of the year 
invites lice and low prices. The stale 
eggs become broken and fill the poul- 
try house with fifth and disagreeable 
odor. The proper method is to use 
no nest eggs at all. The hens that are 
accustomed to laying in certain nests 
will always resort to them, needing 
no invitation; in fact, they will not 
change their laying places if they can 
avoid it. Stale eggs are sure to break 
and scatter their contents over the 
nests sooner or later. 


"One teaspconful solution of car- 


bolic acid given in two quarts of water 
is an excellent preventive of most dis- 
eases among fowL One tablespoonfnl 
of chlorate of potash in one quart of 
water for roup; for little chicks that 
are weak in the legs, one teaspoonfnl 
of sulphate of soda in one quart of 
water. For worms, give ten drops of 
aloes or spirit of turpentine in a pint 
o:

Threatened With Death by a Cowboy

A Tree That Stings. 


There has lately been added to the 


collection of plants in the Botanic 
Gardens at Madras, India, a specimen 
of a strange tree. It is in size scarcely 
more than a bush, but other indi- 
viduals of its species are known to 
have attained in tueir habitat in the 
Himalayas, Bnrmah and the Malacca 
Peninsula, the dimensions of a large 
tree, from fifty to seventy-five feet in 
height. The Madras specimen is sur- 
rounded by a strong railing, which 
bears the sign "Dangerous—all per- 
sons are forbidden to touch the leaves 
or branches of the tree." 


It is, therefore, a forbidden tree in 


the midst of the garden, but no one 
is temptei to touch it, for it is known 
to be a "burning tree." The name is 
a misnomer, for the tree stings rather 
than burns. Beneath the leaves are 
stings comparable to those of nettles, 
which, when touched, pierce the skin 
and secret a fluid which certainly has 
a burning effect. 


The sting leaves no outward sign, 


but the sensation of pain persists 
sometimes for months, and is especial- 
ly keen on damp days, or when the 
place which has been wounded is 
plunged in water. The natives in the 
part of Burmah where this tree grows 
are in such terror of it that they fly 
in haste when they perceive the pecu- 
liar odor which it exhales. If they 
happen to touch it they fall on the 
ground and roll over on the earth with 
shrieks. Dogs touched by it yelp and 
run, biting and tearing 
the part 


of their bodies which has been 
touched. 


A horse which has come in contact 


with a "burning tree" ran like a mad 
thing, biting everything and every- 
body that it could reach. A mission- 
ary at Mandalay who investigated a 
leaf of the plant with his forefinger 
suffered agony for several weeks, and 
for ten months felt occasional darting 
piins in his finger.—London Tit-Bits.

They are 
not quite so large as our six modern 
monitors of the Miantonomah and 
Monterey type, being only single 
screw vessels, and of five to six knots 
speed, while the latter are twin screw 
and of double the power, but they are 
strong and serviceable for harbor de- 
fense purposes, which is a great de- 
sideratam in the present condition of 
our seacosst fortifications and if 
equipped with modern batteries they 
might prove much more efficacious 
than land forts.

at which they can be overhauled and 
made available for recommission will, 
therefore, it is hoped, be promptly 
undertaken by the Navy Department, 
and the Nation will have the satisfac- 
tion of profiting a great deal thereby.

HEM0VJ5 DEAD LIMBS. 


There is some evaporation goi3§^n 
even from limbs that have ceased to 
put forth leaves and are actually dead. 
They should be cut off down to the live 
wood and a plaster be put over the 
wound, so as to exclude the air and let 
nature form a new covering of bark 
over the stump. 
More or less limbs 
’’will be found dead in orchards even of 
thrifty trees, every spring, when new 
leaves put forth. Unless the dead wood 
is promptly removed the trees are sure 
to become unthrifty, and the dead por­ 
tion will spread to other portions un­ 
til it embraces the entire tree. 


AID FOR THE COWS. 


The English Government some time 
ago took up the matter of the proper 
eupply of air to cows. 
It is regarded 
as part of the work of the public health 
officers to inspect all barns and see 
«either that the buildings are well ven­ 
tilated or that they are large enough 
to permit of being shut for some hours 
"without detriment to the health of the 
oows. 
It is said that the execution of 
th e law has occasioned a great deal of 
friction in the country districts of 
England. 
The medical officers make 
specifications as to how a barn shall 
toe ventilated, or in the absence of ven­ 
tilation, how many cubic feet of air 
may be given to each animal. 
MoBt 
of the barns are found to fall far bo« 
low the requirements. It is very likely 
th at investigatien would show the same 
oondition of things to exist in this 
country, though in a less degree. 


In fact, some of our barns are so 
poorly built that they need neither 
ventilators nor air space, since the air 
la s free ingress and egress through 
the cracks between the boards. 
To 
«such as have tight barns the question 
is pertinent. 
Of the two ways men­ 
tioned, giving the cows more breath­ 
ing space would appear better than to 
ventilate, since by the former method 
all draughts may be shut off. 
When 
tan animal is not in the best of condi­ 
tion, a draught of cold air too fre­ 
quently proves the beginning of seri­ 
ous and sometimes fatal disorder*, — 
•Farmera’ Review. 


The perennials should be reproduced 
by cuttings or division of the roots, 
and the bulbs should bo taken care of, 
so that after the first year this part of 
the garden will bo self supporting. 


The perennial bulbs and such plants 
as lilies, cactuses, and others whose 
habits are to flower early in the sum­ 
mer, and then take a season of rest, 
which they naturally get in the dry 
summer of their native places, should 
bo kept dry after flowering. 
If in 
pots these are laid on their side in a 
sheltered place until September, when 
they should be repotted in fresh soil 
and the new growth encouraged. And 
by and by it will be a good thing to 
make cuttings of the common flower­ 
ing plants to get rooted for the win­ 
dow garden in tho winter. 
In this 
way 
geraniums, 
chrysanthemums, 
fuchias and roses may |be propagated 
without much trouble and without 
any cost. 
Indeed, the young people 
may very easily, by enlarging the out­ 
fit, make a profitable business by sup­ 
plying those neighbors with plants 
and seeds who will not take the pains 
to do it for themselves.—New York 
Times. 


TREATMENT OF GARGET. 


The cause of garget in cows is 
visually excessive flow and richness of 
milk, wnich, if the bag is not relieved, 
eoon causes inflammation and con­ 
gestion or caking. 
It is always the 
best cow that is troubled in this way. 
The evil is made greater by feeding 
too highly of what will produce a 
large flow of milk. 
The bag or udder 
of cows should be examined frequently 
for several days before the cow calves. 
If it seems distended it should be re­ 
lieved by milking out all that can be 
rgot from the teats at least once, and, 
better still, twice a day. 
We have 
sometimes milked ten davs or more be- 
* 
fore the cow calved. 
If the milking is 
begun it must be attended to every 
-day, as the act of milking increases 
the milk flow. 
Rubbing the bag after 
«11 the milk is drawn with a salvo made 
of garget root or poke root and cream 
will do much to relieve tho pain. 
Wo 
¡have used the poke root for this pur­ 
pose, and have known it to be used by 
others. 
It is a weed that grows very 
luxuriantly on 
newly-cleared land, 
and its berries are familiar to every 
boy in the country, as their rod juice 
is often used to write with. 
Tho poke 
root is reputed to bo poisonous if 
-eaten, but it is excellent to steep and 
let simmer down with cream or milk 
as a salve for inflamed surfaces of any 
kind. —American Dairyman. 


THE ASPARAGUS BED. 


When tho asparagus is done.with, 
those stalks that are left to grow 
«hould bo selected and only the male 
or,stam inato ones kept. 
The worst 
weeds in the bed are the surplus plants 
that grow from seed, as they are most 
•difficult to eradicate, and crowd tho 
plantation. 
S6 that as soon as the 
aeeds are seen to be forming tho fe­ 
male plants are to bo dug out, or at 
least cut down, so as to prevent the 
seed forming. 


A good method is thon to cover the 
food with good manure, clean of weeds 
and well rotted. 
It may be covered 
three inches deep with benefit to the 
next year’s growth. 
When the big 
etemB are seen occasionally, it is sup­ 
posed that these are of some new and 
improved variety. 
This is not the 
case any more than tho fat steer is a 
different variety from its half-starved 
brother. 
The big stems, like the big 
pumpkins of tho fairs, are made so by 
the most liberal feeding. 
The flower 
garden needs quite as much generous 
care as that devoted to the vegetables. 
Manure is indispensable for the flow­ 
ers, and should bo given generously, 
while the cultivation of the soil should 
not be spared. A large Bupply of seeds 
may be procured for a few cents, so 
that the cost of it will be very small 
it good judgment is used. 


The seed* should be saved when ripe 
lor next year’s supply 9i the annuals. 


POULTRY POINTERS. 


It is very easy to improve a flock G! 
common fowls by using pure bred 
males, and the cost of a male is so lit­ 
tle, compared with the increased gain 
in size and prolificacy in a flock, a* 
well as uniformity of color, that there 
is nothing to prevent all from discard* 
mg the mongrel male. 


If clover is finely chopped, boiling 
water poured over it, and the mess al­ 
lowed to remain over night, until the 
next morning, a strong decoction of 
the clover is obtained, known as clo­ 
ver tea. 
This water off the clover is 
the best of all liquids for mixing 
ground grain, especially for chicks. 
The clover may be fed to the fowls 
with benefit. 
It is an excellent and 
agreeable change for the fowls if it is 
thickened with corn, meal and bran, 
and it may be used for duaklings or 
young turkeys. 


It may happen that some have not 
hatched out the pullets for next year 
as early as they desired, and if so they 
should use Leghorn males with their 
hens. 
The reason is that as the Leg­ 
horn matures early, a pullet that is a 
cross of Leghorn and some other breed 
will grow rapidly, and thus gain in 
growth in a short time as fast as a 
pullet of a large breed in a longer 
time, and the Leghorns are also excel­ 
lent layers. 


A m ae and twelve hens, selected 
and placed apart from the other fowls, 
will produce all tho eggs desired for 
hatching on the majority of farms, 
and it will consequently be a saving 
of room and feed if all the cockerels 
are sold. 
There are too many useless 
and expensive members of the flock to 
allow a profit when the males nnd non­ 
laying hens are retained. 
Reduce ex­ 
penses by getting rid of them before 
winter comes. 


The poultry man who uses stale eggs 
for nest eggs at this season of the year 
invites lice and low prices. 
Tho stale 
eggs become broken and fill the poul­ 
try house with fifth and disagreeable 
odor. 
The proper method is to uss 
no nest eggs at all. 
The hens that are 
accustomed to laying in certain nests 
will always resort to them, needing 
no invitation; in fact, they will not 
change their laying places if they can 
avoid it. 
Stale eggs are sure to break 
and scatter their contents over tho 
nests sooner or later. 


“ One teaspoonful solution of car­ 
bolic acid given in two quarts of water 
is an excellent preventive of most dis­ 
eases among fowl. 
One tablespoonful 
of chlorate of potash in one quart of 
water for ro u p ; for little chicks that 
are weak in tho lege, ono teaspoonful 
of sulphate of soda in one quart of 
water. 
For worms, give ten drops of 
aloes or spirit of turpentine in a pint 
of water. 
For gapes, add a few drops 
of spirits of camphor or turpentine to 
the drinking water. 
For cold or 
catarrh, put ten drops of aconite in a 
pint of water. 
For sneezing or run­ 
ning at tho nostrils, put about one 
tablespoonful of kerosene oil in one 
quart of water. 
Asafoetida tied up in 
a rag and placed in the drinking water 
for the fowls will be a good remedy 
for roup, also a preventive a most dis­ 
eases.—The Poultry Keeper.

A Tree That Stings. 


There has lately been added to tho 
collection of plants in the Botanic 
Gardens at Madras, India, a specimen 
of a strange tree. It is in size scarcely 
more than a bush, but other indi­ 
viduals of its species are known to 
have attained in tlxeir habitat in tho 
Himalayas, Burmah and the Malacca 
Peninsula, the dimensions of a large 
tree, from fifty to seventy-five feet in 
height. 
The Madras speoimen is sur­ 
rounded by a strong railing, which 
bears tho sign «‘Dangerous—all per­ 
sons are forbidden to touch the leaves 
or branches of the tree,” 


It is, therefore, a forbidden tree in 
the midst of the garden, but no one 
is tempted to touch it, for it is known 
to be a “ burning tree.” 
The name is 
a misnomer, for the tree stings rather 
than burns. 
Beneath the leaves are 
stings comparable to those of nettles, 
wüich, when touched, pierce the skin 
and secret a fluid which certainly has 
a burning effect. 


The sting leaves no outward sign, 
but the sensation of pain persists 
sometimes for months, and is especial­ 
ly keen on damp days, or when the 
place which has been wounded is 
plunged in water. 
The natives in the 
part of Burmah where this tree grows 
are in such terror of it that they fly 
in haste when they perceive the pecu­ 
liar odor which ic exhales. 
If they 
happen to touch it they fall on the 
ground and roll over on the earth with 
shrieks. 
Dogs touched by it yelp and 
run, biting and tearing 
the part 
of their 
bodies 
which has 
been 
touched. 


A horse which has come in contact 
with a “ burning tree” ran like a mad 
thing, biting everything and every­ 
body that it could reach. 
A mission­ 
ary at Mandalay who investigated a 
leaf of the plant with his forefinger 
suffered agony for several weeks, and 
for ten months felt occasional darting 
p¿ins in his finger.—London Tit-Bits. 


The Value of Monitors. 


It is gratifying to find that at least 
half a dozen, and probably more of 
the old monitors that have been laid 
up and out of commission ever sinco 
the war are still in good condition and 
can be put in first-olass fighting trim 
at small cost and without much delay. 
Nine of these vessels, the .Nahant, 
Jason, Janonicus, 
Mahopac, 
Man­ 
hattan, Wyandotte, Montauk, Catskill 
and Lehigh, which are now at the 
League Island Navy Yard, were re­ 
cently examined by a board of naval 
olficers with a view to ascertain their 
exact condition, and the report of the 
board is to the effect that the majority 
of them can be made efficient. 
Two 
others of the old fleet, tho Ajax and 
Nantucket, have been loaned for naval 
militia purposes to New Jersey and 
North Carolina, while the Comancho 
is at Mare Island, Cal., and the Passaic 
is at Boston. 
This comprised the fleet 
of thirteen monitors built in 1862 at a 
cost of about $6,700,000. 
They are 
not quito so largo as our six modern 
monitors of the Miantonomah and 
Monterey type, being only singlo 
screw vessels, and of five to six knots 
speed, while tho latter are twin screw 
and of double the power, but they aro 
strong and serviceable for harbor de- 
feneo purposes, which is a great de­ 
sideratum in the present condition of 
our seacoast fortifications, and if 
equipped with modern batteries they 
might prove much more efficacious 
than land forts. 
The moderate cost 
at which they can be overhauled and 
made available for recommission will, 
therefore, it is hoped, be promptly 
undertaken by the Navy Department, 
and the Nation will have tho satisfac­ 
tion of profiting a great deal thereby, 
—Marine Journal. 


Olil Scalping Jvniie Found, 


An Indian scalping knife was found 
in a tree in Clearfield County, Pennsyl­ 
vania, recently. The blade was imbed­ 
ded twenty feet from the]ground, and as 
the tree counted 175 rings from the 
point of the knife to its hilt, it would 
indicate that the blade had been in 
the same position ior almost two cen­ 
turies, 
The stamp on the side of the 
knife consists of the representation of 
a crown and a bottle, and it was no 1 
doubt imported from England in the 
early day* of tho colonies, and was 
probably trade i lo the Indians, — r

TWO FATAL WRECKS 


They Result In Thirty-three Deaths and 


Injuries to aiiny Others. 


OMAHA, July 13 —A head end collision 


that resulted in much loss of life occur- 
red on the Chiciigo and Northwestern 
road between Logan and Missouri Valley 
Saturday night 
The wreck occurred as 


a result of Engineer Montgomery, of the 
excursion train, mistaking orders

Kcsult in Thirty-tliI’ce Deaths and 
Injuries to Many Others. 


Omaha, July 18.— A head end collision 
that resulted in much loss of lifo ocour- 
rod on tho Chicago and Northwestern 
road between Logan and Missouri Valley 
Saturday night. 
The wreck occurred as 
a result of Engineer Montgomery, of the 
excursion train, mistaking orders. 
Ho 
was ordered to wait at Logan until tho 
fast mall and the oast bound passenger 
train had passed. 
Ho waited for tho pas­ 
senger train, and then started out, having 
forgotten about tho mail. The trains were 
going fifty mil os an hour when they met, 
threo miles 
west of 
Logan. 
Engineer 
Montgomery jumped and escaped with a 
broken arm. The two engines crashed to­ 
gether, and instantly freight and passen­ 
ger coaches were piled one upon tho top 
of another.

Charles Samuel, head crushed; Frederick 
Kertell, head crushed; Frank Koch, neclc 
broken; Mary Arnold, left leg and arm 
torn off; Lena Hubert, head crushed. 


The wrecked train was the first scction 
of a picnic which hiul been held at Schil­ 
ler Park, about twelve miles west of the 
city. 
The picnic was hold under the aus­ 
pices of the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen, and fully 3,000 people were in 
attendance. 
Tho first section consisted of 
thirteen cars, and left tho park shortly 
after 8 o’clock for tho return trip to the 
city. 


A ll tho c urs were densely crowdcd, and 
many people were standing on the plat­ 
form of the cars. When the train reached 
Altenhoim cemetery, ten miles from tho 
city, it ran upon a siding whero a train of 
empty coaches was standing waiting for a 
clear track in ordor that it might pull up 
to the picnic ground for a load of picnick­ 
ers. 


The picnic train did not strike tho train 
on the siding with great force, but the 
forco of tho collision was suiliciont to jam 
tho first coach up against tho baggage car 
In such a way as to partially telescope it. 
The people who were killed wore all stand­ 
ing on the platform of tho first coach, and 
their lives wore crushed out by the rear 
end of tho baggage car.

tho seats, 
Tho prold men had conic from 
all sections'prepared to Insist on a declara- 
tion in the platform in favor of monomet- 
allism until such time as 
bimetalli.sni 
could bo introduced with tho co-operatiun 
of European ixovornmonts. 
Tho silver 
men, on tho other hand, wero determined 
on a declaration in favor of the free and 
unliniiled coinaproof ffoid and silver atra 
ratio of 1() to 1. On Tuesday 
Senator 
Daniel was selected temporary chairman 
over Senator Hill, and the orfcanizatlon 
committee chose Senator White for per- 
manent clviirman. 


On Wednesday tho contestinf? Nebraska 
silver delenration was seated witliout oppo- 
Bition from the gold men, but there were 
many hours of bitter debate ovor the Mich- 
igan con test, tho credentials comin ittee huv- 
tng iN3ported in favor of unseating cert.'un 
gold delegates from that state. The debate 
consumed all of thoeveningsession, and tho 
silver men won by a vote of 55S to 8(>8. A t 
tho evening session the pornuinont chalr- 
Mian, Senator White, was introduced. 


On Thursday tho roijort of tJio commit- 
tee on resolutions was presented, together 
with a minority report, and then ensued 
tho groat financiiil debate.

Ho was ohn'tc-d ]>y tho niiigority of 0,713, 
allliough the district had gone Republican by 
4,400, whim Seorotary Morton had beon de- 
feated iu 188y, aud was tliought to bo certainly 
Republican, Ho supported SprinR^r for spt^akor 
in tho Fifty-second congress, ffom whoso dis- 
trict in niinois ho camo originally. This led to 
his being put ou the waya aud moans connnit- 
teo in congrosa, of wliich Bpringer waa chair- 
man, and on March 10, lSi)3, he made a tariíT 
specoh that was tho sousation of tho day aud 
was liberally distrihutí^d as campaign litora- 
turo. Ho was ro-olectixl iu llsOS, lu spite of tho 
fact that tho legislature bad rccliatricted tho 
state, and his district in tho pivvious election 
had given tho Republican ticket about 0,01)0 
majority. 


In tho fifty-third cougres3*'Rír. Br^an Jiolped 
to framu tho Wilson biU, bvjing a memluíi* of 
tho ways aud means committee, and iodlz an 
eepociaUy aotivo part in the Income tax pro- 
visiona. At tho close of tho dohato on the in- 
come tax in congress, replying to Bourko 
Cochran, Aug. 17.18Í«, at tlio special session, 
delivered a throo hours's spot»cIi against the re- 
peal of tho Sherman law, tliia speech being 
more largely ciroulatt>d than tlie tariff speech 
had been. He also spoke in favor of th« bill to 
coin the.seignioragt> aud spoke against Carlisle's 
curroucy policy, o^i also against Cluvoland's 
gold contract with tho KothschUds. 


In 1K94 ho became a candidate for tho United 
Staters senate, aud announced that ho would 
not be a candidato for tht? lower house of con- 
gress. 
He WHS nominatíKl for Unin^ títatífs 
senator in the Deuíocratío couvout-ion, and Uio 
Populist candidato in his district was indorsed 
by the Democrats for tho house of reprovsinita- 
tives. Tho ousuing state IcKislaturo bcang Ei*- 
publican, John M. Thurston, was sent to tho 
sonato and tho Ropubliwm candidiito in his 
former cougrosslonal district, J. B. Strode, was 
elocttid by O.OlKJ majority. During aU three of 
the camijaigus ho cl)alleiiged tho opposing can- 
didate to a debate, aud several discussions wore 
held. 


After hia retirement from congress he toolc 
up tho practico of Jaw in Lincoln again, bat the 
silver campaign opening heluund that tho calls 
upon him for spocohes and campaigu work wero 
so frequent that he wa« iorcdd to (jlvu up his 
practice. Jn tíeptuinbor, 181)4, he became tho 
editor-in-chief of tho Omaha A\''orld-Horald, 
and had control of itis editorml policy on «tuto 
and national questitais.

HP is 
prominent iu railroad cirole.s as well a« in poli- 
tics, being still a director in many railroads, bo- 
sides havmg beou president of the Maine Central 
The vice prosidontial uomiuec. nearly twice 
as old as the head of the ticket, is much older 
than he looks. Ho is a splendid example of phy- 
sical manhood. His hair and mustache aro 
shghtly tinged ^vith gray, but tho wrinkles of 
age have scarcely modo their appearance on his 
face. 


Mr. Se\vall was married in 1&59 to Miss Emma 
D. Crooker, of Bath. He has two children liv- 
ing, both of thorn sons, Harold M. and "William 
D. Sowall. Harold was tho first consul gouoral 
of tho United States to Samoa. In IfiSo ho was 
nominated by Consul Russell, at Liverpool, as 
vice and deputy consul, and lield tho ofíico un- 
til March, liib7, when ho i-esignod to accept tho 
Samoan consulslüp. 


Tho affairs iu Samoa at tlmt time wero very 
complicatod. 
Germany wanted to oxoroiso a 
protectorate ovor tho islandi^, which would have 
resulted in her anuosiug tho best of them. Eng- 
land and tho United States wanted a nativo 
government—"Samoa for tho Sivmoans," with 
King Malitooa as ruler. The Germans, how- 
ever, had encouraged "King*' Tameseso, and 
tho United States consul at that *time at Apia 
was recalled as unfit to deal with such a com- 
plication. 


Harold Sewall soou attracted atioution by 
his oflioial course. H(» was finally summoned 
to Washington by Socrct;u'y Bayard, aud fro- 
qíliíntly appeared Ixiforo tho senatw committeo 
on foreign rolistions. He tost^fi^l so froc;ly and 
fully before that committee that Secretary 
Bayard requt^tod his rc.signation ou the gi\>uud 
that his opimly expressed views ou Samoan af- 
fairs did not agroo v^-ith those of the stato de- 
partment. His x-esiguation was tendered and 
accopted. This disgusted young Sewall, and lie 
haa since been prominent ia tho Hepublicim 
party of his stiit^.

DfililOIOUS liUNCHEON DISHES. 


Cold roast or stewed veal may bo 
made into a number of delicious lunch- 
eon dishes that are better than its first 
estate. 
If for a company luncheon 
when mushrooms are not thought an 
extravagance, out the meat in thin 
slices until you have about one pound. 
Peel one small onion, cut it in very 
thin slices, and brown it in two tea- 
spoonfuls of butter. 
Add a table- 
spoonful of flour and stir until free 
from lumps, and brown. Add two gills 
of white stock and a gill of liquor 
poured from the mushrooms. 
When 
the sauce is smooth and hot, lay in 
the slices of veal; whea they are 
heated through, add half a pint of 
muphrooms cut in slices, move to one 
side of the fires, and stir in slowly the 
beaten yolks of two eggs. 
This dish 
may be prepared at the table in a 
chaffing dish. 


Cold veal is also excellent cut in 
dice as for salad, and heated with 
asparagus tips, canned fresh. 
Boil 
two eggs hard, mash the yolks and 
mix them thoroughly with an ounce 
of butter. 
Heat half a pint of milk, 
add the egg and butter mixture, and 
when thoroughly mixed add two cup- 
fuls of veal and one cupful of aspara- 
gus. 
Season to taste with salt and 
pepper and cook four minutes.—New

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Scald your bread jars twice a week. 
It keeps the mould away. 


If an article that has be3ome rusty 
is soaked in kerosene oil for somo 
•ime the rust will become loosened 
and come off very readily. 


Carpets may be kept clean by going 
oyer them once a week with a broom 
dipped in hot water, to which a little 
turpentine has been added. 


To kill roaches make a paste of flour, 
hot water and phosphorous, using a 
half pint of paste and about six cents' 
worth of phoaphoroua. Place on small 
pieces of board, where the roaches 
come, and they will eat and die, 


A 
well-known medical

says in a recent work that cheese 
should be eaten at least once a day, 
"It is the most valuable animal food 
obtainable," ho says, '•from two to 
three times as nutritious as the same 
money value of ordinary meat." 


To prevent pie ]uice from running 
out in the oven make a little opening 
in the upper crust and insert a straw 
or little roll of white paper perpendic- 
ularly. The steam will escape through 
it as through a chimney and all the 
juice will be retained in the pie. 


Jelliep made with gelatine ought 
always to be covered, says a physician 
in the London Family Herald, as, when 
medical men want to secure minute 
organisms for investigations, they ex- 
pose gelatine to the air or where the 
germs are, and it attracts and holds 
them. 


Candling eggs is the one infallible 
•way to test them. 
This is done in a 
dark room with a candle, gas, or elec- 
tric light. When the egg is held clos'e 
to the light if fresh it will appear a 
pinkish yellow, and if otherwise it will 
be dotted with opaque spots or be en- 
tirely dark. 


When It is not convenient to broil 
fish over an open fire it may Le nicely 
broiled in a very hot oven. 
Prepare 
the fish as for the usual method and 
lay it with the skin down on a piece 
of oiled paper in a roasting pan. Cook 
on the upper grate of the oven until 
browned, first rubbing it with butter 
and dusting vith a little fiour. 


Fine old lace which is not too soiled 
may be cleaned by laying it on a pa- 
per thickly sprinkled with flour and 
magnesia. Cover with another sprint 
ling of flour and a layer of paper. 
Leave a few days and then shake the 
flour from the lace. 
Do not fold fine 
lace; lay it on strips of blue or simi- 
lar paper and roll the lace and paper 
together. 


In making cream or lemon pies, 
where the crust requires to be baked 
before the filling is put in, an excel- 
lent plan is to lay over the paste a 
piece of strong brown tissue paper, 
pleating it to fit the pie plate and com- 
ing above the edge. 
Fill this with 
flour or meal and bake until the cruet 
is done, Then the paper and contents 
niay be lifted out. 
If flour is used it 
can be utilized afterward lor thicken- 
ing sauces and gravies.

other property. It was to check those 
raids among tho Masbonas that tho last 
war was waged against King Loben- 
giila.

ple really knew of the visitation. 


When discovered it was thought that 
they were caterpillars, as they resem- 
ble that veimin very much, but their 
large numbers and the havoc they cre- 
ated 
led 
to an examination 
which 
showed them to be the genuine array 
worm. 
On account of the general 
harvest being nearly over the damage 
to wheat and rye fitilds js not so very 
large.

One of the dangers that

Iniormation was made against 
him at Carlisle on Thursday. 


Fourteen head of milch cows, the 
property of Jacob S. Mum ma, residing 
two miles from Marietta, were slaugh- 
tered last 
week, being i. fected 
with 
tuberculosis. 
The tests were 
made 
under the direction of the State Sani- 
tary Board, and out of a herd of twen- 
ty-eight cows fourteen were found to 
be suffering with the disease.

leaves put forth. Unless the dead wood 
is promptly removed the trees are sure 
to become unthrifty, and the dead por- 
tion will spread to other portions un- 
til it embraces the entire tree. 


AID FOR THE COWS. 


The English Qovernment some time 
s)go took up the matter of the proper 
«upply of air to cows. 
It is regarded 
as part of the work of the public health 
officers to inspect all barns and see 
oither that the buildings are well ven- 
tilated or that they are large enough 
to permit of being shut for some hours 
without detriment to the health of the 
oows. 
It is said that the execution of 
the law has occasioned a great deal of 
friction in the country districts of 
lEngland. 
The medical officers make 
epecifications as to how a barn shall 
toe ventilated, or in the absence of ven- 
tilation, how many cubic feet of air 
may be given to each animal. 
Most 
of the barns are found to fall far be- 
low the requirements. It is very likely 
that investigatien would show the same 
oondition of things to exist in this 
country, though in a less degree. 


In fact, some of our barns are so 
poorly built that they need neither 
ventilators nor air space, since the air 
Las free ingress -and egress through 
the cracks between the boards. 
To 
isuch as have tight barns the question 
is pertinent. 
Of the two ways men- 
tioned, giving the cows more breath- 
ing space would appear better than to 
ventilate, since by the former method 
all draughts may be shut off. 
When 
tan animal is not in the best of condi- 
tion, a draught of cold air too fre- 
<3uently proves the beginning of seri- 
ous and sometimes fata] diflorder^^« — 
farmers' Beview. 


TBEATMENT OF GADGET« 


The cause of garget in cows is 
usually ezcessive flow and richness of 
znilk, wiiich, if the bag is not relieved, 
€oon causes inflammation and con- 
gestion or caking. 
It is always the 
best cow that is troubled in this way. 
The evil is made -greater by feeding 
too highly of what will produce a 
large flow of milk. 
The bag or udder 
of cows should be examined frequently 
for several days before the cow calves. 
If it seems distended it should be re- 
lieved by milking out all that can be 
^:got from the teats at least once, and, 
better still, twice a day. 
We have 
sometimes milked ten days or more be- 
fore the cow calved. 
If the milking is 
begun it must be attended to every 
•day, as the act of milking increases 
the milk flow, Rubbing the bag after 
all the milk is drawn with a salvo made 
of garget root or poke root and cream 
will do much to relievo the pain. 
Wo 
have used the poke root for this pur- 
pose, and have known it to be used by 
others. 
It is a weed that grows very 
luxuriantly on 
newly-cleared 
land, 
and its berries are familiar to every 
boy in the country, as their red juice 
is often used to write with. 
The poke 
loot is reputed to be poisonous if 
oaten, but it is excellent to steep and 
let simmer down with cream or milk 
as a salve for inflamed surfaces of any 
kind.—American Dairyman, 


THE ASPARAGUS BED, 


When the asparagus is done.witb, 
those stalks that are left to grow 
«hould bo selected and only the male 
or,staminate ones kept. 
The worst 
weeds in the bed are the surplus plants 
that grow from seed, aa tbey are most 
•diificult to eradicate, and crowd the 
plantation. 
36 that as soon as the 
aeeds are seen to be forming the fe- 
male plants are to bo dug out, or at 
least out down, so as to prevent the 
«eed forming. 


A good method is then to cover the 
hod with good manure, clean of weeds 
and well rotted. 
It may be covered 
three inches deep with benefit to the 
next year's growth. 
When the big 
«tems are seen occasionally, it is sup- 
posed that these are of some new and 
improved variety. 
This is not 
the 
case any more than the fat steer is a 
dilferent variety from its half-starved 
brother. 
The big stems, like the big 
pumpkins of the fairs, are made so by 
the most liberal feeding. 
The flower 
garden needs quite as much generous 
care as that devoted to the vegetables, 
Manure is indispensable for the flow- 
ers, and should be given generously, 
while the cultivation of the soil should 
not be spared. A large supply of seeds 
may be procured for a few cents, so 
that the cost of it will be very small 
if good judgment is used. 


The seed9 should be saved when ripe 
for next year's supply 9I thd auuuali. 


The perennials should be reproduced 
by cuttings or division of the roots, 
and the bulbs should bo taken care of, 
so that after the first year this part of 
the garden will bo self supporting. 


The perennial bulbs and such plants 
as lilies, cactuses, and others whose 
habits are to flower early in the sum* 
mer, and then take a season of rest, 
which they naturally get in the dry 
summer of their native places, should 
bo kept dry after flowering. If in 
pots these are laid on their side in a 
sheltered place until September, when 
they should be repotted in fresh soil 
and the new growth encouraged. And 
by and by it will bo a good thing to 
make cuttings of the common flower- 
ing plants to get rooted for the win- 
dow garden in the winter. 
In this 
way 
geraniums, 
chrysanthemums, 
fuchias and roses may |bo propagated 
without much trouble and without 
any cost. 
Indeed, the young peoplo 
may very easily, by enlarging the out- 
fit, make a profitable business by sup- 
plying those neighbors with plants 
and seeds who will not take the pains 
to do it for themselves.—New York 
Times. 


rOULTBT rOINTEES. 


It is very easy to improve a flock 6! 
common fowls by using pure 
bred 
males, and the cost of a male is so lit- 
tle, compared with the increased gain 
in size and prolificacy in a flock, as 
well as uniformity of color, that then 
is nothing to prevent all from discard« 
ing the mongrel male. 


If clover is finely chopped, boiling 
water poured over it, and the mess al- 
lowed to remain over night, until the 
next morning, a strong decoction of 
the clover is obtained, known as clo- 
ver tea. 
This water off the clover is 
the best of all liquids for mixing 
ground grain, especially for chicks. 
The clover may be fed to the fowls 
with benefit. It is an excellent and 
agreeable change for the fowls if it is 
thickened with corn meal and bran, 
and it may be used for ducklings or 
young turkeys. 


It may happen that some have not 
hatched out the pullets for next year 
as early as they desired, and if so they 
should use Leghorn males with their 
hens. 
The reason is that as the Leg- 
horn matures early» a pullet that is a 
cross of Leghorn and some other breed 
will grow rapidly, and thus gain in 
growth in a short time as fast as a 
pullet of a large breed in a longer 
time, and the Leghorns are also excel- 
lent layers. 


A mae and twelve hens, selected 
and placed apart from the other fowls, 
will produce all tho eggs desired for 
hatching on the majority of farms, 
and it will consequently be a saving 
of room and feed if all the cockerels 
are sold. 
There are too many useless 
and expensive members of the flock to 
allow a profit when the males nnd non- 
laying hens are retained. 
Reduce ex- 
penses by getting rid of them before 
winter comes. 


The poultry man who uses stale eggs 
for nest eggs at this season of the year 
invites lice and low prices. 
Tho stale 
eggs become broken and fill the poul- 
try house with fifth and disagreeable 
odor. 
The proper method is to us^ 
no nest eggs at all. 
The hens that are 
accustomed to laying in certain nests 
will always resort to them, needing 
no invitation; in fact, they will not 
change their laying places if they can 
avoid it. 
Stale eggs are sure to break 
and scatter their contents over the 
nests sooner or later. 


"One teaspoonful solution of car- 
bolic acid given in two quarts of water 
is an excellent preventive of most dis- 
eases among fowl. 
One tablespoonful 
of chlorate of potash in one quart of 
water for roup; for little chicks that 
are weak in the legs, one teaspoonful 
of sulphate of soda in one quart of 
water. 
For worms, give ten drops of 
aloes or spirit of turpentine in a pint 
of water. 
For gapes, add a few drops 
of spirits of camphor or turpentine to 
the drinking water. 
For cold^ or 
catarrh, put ten drops of aconite in a 
pint of water. 
For sneezing or run- 
ning at the nostrils, put about one 
tablespoonful of kerosene oil in one 
quart of water. 
Asafoetida tied up in 
a rag and placed in the drinking water 
for the fowls will be a good remedy 
for roup, also a preventive a most dis- 
eases.—The Poultry Keeper.

A Tree That Stings. 


There has lately been added to the 
collection of plants in the Botanic 
Gardens at Madras, India, a specimen 
of a strange tree. It is in size scarcely 
more than a bush, but other indi- 
viduals of its species are known to 
have attained in taeir habitat in the 
Himalayas, Burmah and the Malacca 
Peninsula, the dimensioas of a large 
tree, from fifty to seventy-five feet in 
height. 
The Madras specimen is sur- 
rounded by a strong railing, which 
bears tho sign "Dangerous—all per- 
sons are forbidden to touch the leaves 
or branches of the tree." 


It is, therefore, a forbidden tree in 
the midst of the garden, bat no one 
is tempte-i to touch it, for it is known 
to be a "burning tree." 
The name is 
a misnomer, for the tree stings rather 
than burns. 
Beneath the leaves are 
stings comparable to those of nettles, 
which, when touched, pierce the skin 
and secret a fluid which certainly has 
a burning effect. 


The sting leaves no outward sign, 
but the sensation of pain persists 
sometimes for months, and is especial- 
ly keen on damp days, or when the 
place which has been wounded is 
plunged in water. 
The natives in the 
part of Burmah where this tree grows 
are in such terror of it that they fly 
in haste when they perceive the pecu- 
liar odor which it exhales. 
If they

Iho Yaluo of Monitors. 


It is gratifying to find that at least 
half a dozen, and probably more of 
the old monitors that have been laid 
up and out of commission ever since 
the war are still in good condition and 
can be put in first-class fighting trim 
at small cost and without much delay. 
Nine of these vessels, the ^ahant, 
Jason, Janonicus, 
Mahopac, 
Blan- 
hattan, Wyandotte, Montauk, Catskill 
and Lehigh, which are now at the 
League Island Navy Yard, were re- 
cently examined by a board of naval 
officers with a view to ascertain their 
exact condition, and the report of the 
board is to the effect that the majority 
of them can be made efficient. 
Two 
others of the old fleet, the Ajax and 
Nantucket, have been loaned for naval 
militia purposes to New Jersey and 
North Carolina, while the Comanche 
is at Mare Island, CaL, and the Passaic 
is at Boston. 
This comprised the fleet 
of thirteen monitors built in 1862 at a 
cost of about $6,700,000. 
They are 
not quite so large as our six modern 
monitors of the Miantonomah 
and 
Monterey type, being only singlo 
screw vessels, and of five to six knots 
speed, while the latter are twin screw 
and of double the power, but they are 
strong and serviceable for harbor de- 
fense purposes, which is a great de- 
sideratum in the i^resent condition of 
our seacoafit fortiflcations, and 
if 
equipped with modern batteries they 
might prove much more efficacious 
than land forts. 
The moderate cost 
at which they can be overhauled and 
made available for recommission will, 
therefore, it is hoped, be promptly 
undertaken by the Navy Department, 
and the Nation will have the satisfac- 
tion of profiting a great deal thereby, 
—Marine Journal. 


Olil Scalping Jiniie Fouail, 


An Indian scalping knife was found 
in a tree inOlearlield County, Pennsyl- 
vania, recently. Theblade was imbed- 
ded twenty feet from the'ground,and as 
the tree counted 175 rings from the 
point of the knife to its hilt, it would 
indicate that the blade had been in 
the same position for almost two cen- 
turies. 
The stamp on the side of the 
knife consists of the rei^resentation of 
a crown and a bottle, and it was no 
doubt imported from England in the 
early daye of tho colonies, and was 
probably tradoj (o the Indians,— 
liardware.

PRESIDENT FAURE SHOT AT 


By a Crank Wlio Has an Alleged Griov- 
ftnce—No Ilarin I>ono. 


Paeis, July IÖ.—An attompt was inndo 
to assassinate President Fanro yostorday. 
Ho had gono to Loupchanips to roviow tho 
troops, and had no sooner ontcrod tho field 
than a man in the crowd steppnd forwíJrd 
and fli'od a revolver twice at him. 
Tho 
ßhotß did not Uiko offect. 
Tho prosirtont 
was seated in an opon carriapre with M. 
Molino, tho preniior, and MM. Boisdeliro 
and Toprnior. 
Tho man had not time to 
Uro again before tha crowd closnd in-upon 
Mm and seized him, and but for the Iniei'- 
vontion of tho police ho would probably 
have boon lynched. 


Tho name of tho would bo assassin is 
givon as Francois. 
It appears that some 
time ago, in ordor to draw attention to a 
supposed grievance which ho harbored, lie 
llrod a revolver in the hall of tho chambcr 
of deputies. 
Ho declares that he had no 
dosiro to harm Pi-csidont Fauro, that he 
fired blank cartridges, and that the solo 
purpose of his act was to secui-o a hearing 
of his griovancos. 


When it becamo Icnown in tho crowd 
that tho president had not been hurt the 
greatest enthusiasm was shown. 
Cht'cr 
after cheer was sont up, and tho people 
could hardly bo restrained by tho guards 
from crowding into tho place whero the 
president and his suite were standing. 


Throughout tho sensational incidents of 
the day and the exciting scencs that ac- 
companied and followed tho attompt upon 
his life Pre,^idont Fauro maintained an 
outwardly placid demeanor, and nuini- 
iestod not the slightest sign of agitation. 


Tho full nameof theman who attompltnl 
to assassinate tho president is found to bo 
Eugene Mario Francois. ílisreconl proves 
to bo w(^ll Icnown and ho has before boon 
under the surveillanco of tho police. 
** 


Ho was disinissod from his position as 
foreman of tlio municipal works in Jnnt* 
for sending threatening verses to the prc"^- 
Ident of tho municipal council. 
On i)\im 
3BÜ he throw Jn the chamber of deputití^ V. 
pamphlet ontKled "Freedom of Writ.ln.'.r 1 
in the Kinoteenth Centui^y Under Feli.^I." 
In the pamphlet ho spoke of the abuses i f 
thb administration, and declared that at- 
tempts had boon niado to poison 
him 
wherever lio went. 


After the excitement of tho Bensntlonnl 
firing ui^ijn the president had somowhat 
•ubsided tho incident began to bo regarded 
AS only the iri'esponslble and liarjnless act 
of a madman. 
But nevert.heless soveral of 
tho ambassadors of fuixjign puwei'S and di- 
plomats called upon President Faure to 
olTer tholr lelicitations, and sovoreigUH 
telegraphed their congratulations 
upon 
hlB escape. 


Another man named Boulant was also 
arrested at tho same time as Francois, 
When the latter had ilred at tho president 
«nd the crowd rushed at him with a 
tlireatening asiJect, ]3oulant camo to Iiis 
«defense.

W R E C K S . 


Thoy Result tn Thlrty-thx'eo DcuiTis and 
Injuries to IMany Others. 


Omaha, July 18.--A head end collision 
that rosult-ed in much loss of lifo occur- 
rod on tho Chicago and NortJiwostorn 
road between Logan and Missouri Valley 
Saturday nlpht. 
I'ho wrcck occurred as 
a result of Enprlneer Montgomery, of the 
OKOursion train, mistaking orders. 
He 
was ordered to wait at Logan until tho 
fast mall and the oast bound passenger 
train had passed. 
Ho waited for the pas- 
senger train, and then started out, having 
forgotten about the mail. Tho trains were 
going fifty miles an hour when they met, 
three miles 
west of 
Logan. 
Kngineer 
Montgomery jumped and escaped with a 
broken arm. Tho two eujrines crashed to- 
gether, and instantly freight and passen- 
ger coaches wero piled one upon tho top 
of another. 


There aix) brokc^n homos and bleeding 
hearts evorywhere, 
aud sorrow 
reigns 
supreme. Never did a day of pleasure end 
with more awful disaster. 
Twonty-oight 
ix3oplo were killed and ilfty-ono injured, 
many of whom will die. 
Twenty-four of 
tho dead are identified, and tho others aro 
so badly mutilated that identification is 
hardly possible. 


CuiCAGO, July 13.—-Five people 
were 
killed, three fatally injured and a scoro 
seriously hurt In a WTcck on tho Wiscon- 
Bin Central road last night. 
Tho dead are: 
Charles Samuel, head crushed; Frederick 
Kertell, head crushod; Frank Koch, neuk 
broken; Mary Arnold, left leg and arm 
torn off; Lena Hubert, head crushed. 


The wrecked train was the first scction 
of a picnic which had been held at Schil- 
ler Park, about twelro miles west of the 
city. 
Tho picnic was hold under tho aus- 
pices of tho Ancient Order of United 
Workmon, and fully 3,000 people wore in 
att-endance. 
Tho first .section consisted of 
thirteen cars, and left tho park shortly 
after 8 o'clock for tho return trip to tho 
city. 


A l l the o ars wero densely crowdcd, and 
many people were standing on the i^lat- 
form of tho cars. When the train reached 
Altenheim cemetery, ton miles from tho 
city, it ran upon a siding where a train of 
empty coaches was stjmding walf>ing for a 
clear track in order tliat it might pull up 
to tho picnic ground for a load of picnick- 
ers. 


Tho picnic tmin did not strike tho train 
on the siding with great force, but tho 
force of the collision was sulTiciont to jam 
tho first coach up against tho toggago car 
in such a way as to partially telescope it. 
The people who wero killed woroallstand- 
ing on the platform of tho firat coach, and 
their Uvea were crushod out by the rear 
cud of the baggage ciir.
